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In this table, which shows, at the least, somewhere near the relative 
strength in tonnage, class of vessei? and guns, it will be seen that the Rus- 
Sians have the advantage in numbers’, but are sp deficient in armored cruisers 
that they stand a very peor show agrinst the Japaress ficet. 

The ten swift, well-armed ang well-manned armored cruisers which Togo 
has constitute possibly a mofe formidable fighting unit than hie four or five 
more heavily armed and armored battle ships. 
war the 8-inch rifles with which these cruisers are armed were even more ef- 
fective than the 12 or 13-inch guns. The latter, of course, do more damage, 
but they are slower, harder to aim and register a much smaller number of 
units than the former. 

However, the 6-inch rifle is also a wonderfully effective arm and the Rus- 
sian auxillary cruisers, converted liners and transports are probably crowded 
with them. An exact estimate of the strength of the two fleets in respect to 
this gun is, therefore, impossible. 

In protected and auxiliary cruisers, the Russians have the advantage. Their 
scout vessels. of from 3,500 to 6,600 tons, are new. very fast and very effec- 
tive, ag the little Novik proved at Port Arthur. In a hattle they are every- 
where and nowhere and can brave a heavy fire with surprising impunity. 


Rojestvensky’s Forlorn Hope. 


In the reports from Singapore, on ly six battle ships were enumerated. This 
however, jends slight color to the report some months ago that Rojestvensky's 
flagship, the Kniaz Suvaroff, had foundered. At 7 miles. it would be very 
easy to mistake a battle ship for a cruiser, such as was reported to be head- 
ing the Russian fleet. 

It is also unlikely that the whoie Russian fleet passed Singapore at once. 
It would seem almost certain that RK ojestvensky would have scout boats ahead 
—and, as he is now practically in touch with the Japanese his scouting fect 
would necessarily have to be a very strong fighting unit to ayvoiq danger of 
being unexpectedly eaught and crush ed. 

But, in general, Rojestvensky's ho pe of victory seems very forlorn.

from every play produced in those thea- 
ters, hag been made by witnesses during 
the progress of the trial of the suit cf 
David Belasco, the playwright, against 
Klaw & Erlanger, theatrical] agents, still 
in progress. 

Mr. Belasco’s purpose in the suit is to 
reestablish his contention that Klaw « 
Erlanger entered into a secret partner- 
ship with him in regard to the starring 
of David.

Mr. Belasco testified that in carrying 
out What SXbraham Erlanger termed a 
“good joke’ on his assistants in the al- 
leged theatrical combination, Klaw &

from Belasco a secret agreement to pay 
to them one-half of the profits of -‘‘The 
Auctioneer.”

Is Accused of Using Unbecoming 
Language in Government Build- 
ing — Case Against Stal- 
naker Goes Over Till v

Augusta, Ga., April 10.—(Special.)—Act- 
ing District Attorney Akerman today 
filed in the federal court a criminal in- 
formation, in which a case is brought 
by the United States v. E. D. Smythe, 
postmaster at Augusta, charging him 
with using opprobrious words and abusive 
language without provocation in the lob- 
by of the government building on March 
6, 19065. 

The information filed by the district at- 
torney states further: that the language 
used by Captain Smythe was such as 
tended to cause a breach of peace, and 
against the peace and dignity of the 
United States. The information further 
gives in detail the locality of the crime 
and the hour it was committed. It fur- 
ther sets out that the language of the 
postmaster was directed to Deputy 
United States Marshal Charles W. Stal- 
naker and utterly without provocation. 

In conclusion, the information states 
that Postmaster Smythe is charged with 
saying to Deputy Marsgal Stalnaker, 
“You are a G— d— black legged, lying 
scoundrel,’’ the language being unbecom- 
ing and against the dignity of the United 
States. 

The filing of the information today 
calls for a bench warrant for Captain 
Smythe, which has. been taken out, and 
he will be arrested by United States Mar- 
shal White and will appear before Cém- 
missioner Lane, where he will be given 
a preliminary hearing and will be re- 
leased on bond, to appear at the next 
term of federal court in November, 
the case having been carried over to 
that term. 

As a result of the above, the charge 
against Postmaster Smythe will come up 
at the same time as that against Deputy 
Marshal Stalnaker.

When today’s séssion of the federal 
court opened at 10 o’clock the first case

ON CANAL WORK 


Engineer Wallace Says Such 
Policy Would Cause Delay, 


He Thinks That It Would Be Im- 
possible To Make Uniform 
Hours for All Classes of 
Labor Used in the 
Work. 


Washington, April 10.—Chief Engineer 
Wallace, of the isthmian canal commis- 
sion, had an interview with Secretary 
Taft today in which the conditions on 
the canal were discussed. Afterwards 
Mr. Wallace met with members of the 
commission who are in the city. Mem- 
bers of the commission are anxiously 
awaiting the decision of Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody on different subjects. 

It is the belief that the eight-hour law 
does not apply to the canal zone. Chief 
Engineer Wallace says that it would 
very seriously impede .work to have the 
eight-hour law in effect in the construc- 
tion of the canal. It would be impos- 
sible to make uniform hours for all the 
labor, because some labor must be em- 
ployed twelve hours, while ten hours is 
the regular rule for most of the work- 
ingmen. 

The train crews that haul the men to 
and from the work must work an extra 
hour, morning and night, after the other 
men have concluded their labor. If it 
is decided that eight hours constitute the 
day’s work these men would necessarily 
work ten hours in order to perform their 
duty and accomplish results. 


MENINGITIS IS DECREASING. 


So Far 830 Persons Have Died of 
Disease in New York. 

New York, April 10.—Like the first 
plague of cerebro spinal meningitis, 
which prevailed here in 1872, the present 
run Of the mysterious disease is dying 
out. Physicians express the belief that 
it will have disappeared by May |. The 
only explanation obtainable is that a 
little sunshine and a few days of pleasant 
weather have accomplished that which 
baffled the medical fraternity. 

The figures in the office of the registrar 
of vital statistics show that 830 persons, 
the majority of them children, have fallen 
victims so far. The number of deaths 
last week was about twenty less than 
the week before. 

At the various large hospitals it is 
announced that the condition of the pa- 
tients show more improvement than at 
any time since the epidemic began.

JUG ORDINANCE 
CAUSES INQUIRY 


The Lawrenceville Statute, 
Aimed at Express Com- 
pany, Attracts Attention.

“Be it Ordained by the Mayor and 
Ccuncil of the City of Lawrenceville, 
Ga., That it shall be unlawful for any 
railroad company, any express company, 
any other person or persons to de- 
liver or cause to be delivered any pack- 
age in the city of Lawrenceville, Ga., 
containing wine, whisky, beer, or any 
other intoxicating liquors or whiskies, 
without first paying into the treasury 
of said city the sum of $1,000 per an- 
num as a license for carrying on said 
business In said city. 

“Any person or persons engaged in 
said business failing or refusing to pay 
said license shall, upon conviction there- 
of. be punished as prescribed in ordinance 
No. 1, of the by-laws of said city. 

“Each day in which said business is

held to constitute a new offense”

The Impending Naval Struggle. 

If, ag is reported, Admiral Rojest- 
vensky has safely passed the straits 
of Malacca ‘and entered the China 
sea, it would seem that he a&s won 
the first play for position in the im- 
pending great naval battle that is to 
‘determine the fate of either Russia 
or Japan.’ The passage of the Malac- 
can straits was a bold act—so bold 
that the Japanese admiralty is said to 
have been convinced that he would 
‘not attempt it, but, instead, would 
attempt the passage of Sunda straits, 
some five hundred miles distant. So 
certain were the Japanese that the 
letter course would, be adopted that 
they are said to have left the Malac- 
can straits unpatrolled and devoted 
neighborhood, besides aying mines 
there. 

St. Petersburg balls the entry of 
Rojestvensky into the China sea, via 
Malacca, as a clever bit of strategy, 
explaining that the Russian admiral 
sent colliers to Sunda as a decoy, 
sacrificing thousands of tons of coal 
to the Japs to blind them to his real 
purpose. Be this as it may, the Rus- 
sia fleet is now nearing the eastern 
coast of Asia and may at any hour 
be intercepted on its way to Vladi- 
vostok and attacked by the fleet of 
Admiral Togo. The whereabouts of 
Togo cannot be definitely ascertained, 
one report having him off Formosa 
and the other off the Philippines. As 
for Admiral Rojestvensky, it is only 
one division of his fleet that has en- 
tered the China sea. The second di- 
vision is at least a week’s sail behind 
and the two squadrons will doubtless 
attempt to form a junction before pro- 
ceeding in battle array to the Yellow 
or Japan sea. The Russian plan is 
believed to be to rendezvous near the 
island of Java until the full naval 
strength of the fleet has been con- 
centrated there, after which, perhaps, 
the temporary shelter of the French 
possession of Cochin China will be 
sought. 

In any event, it is not probable that 
the expected naval battle will occur 
for some days yet, although it is ob- 
viously to Admiral Togo’s interest to 
strike before the junction of the two 
Russian squadrons is effected. Once 
united, the Russian fleet will be a 
formidable aggregation, at least on 
paper. Broadly speaking, it is at 
least one-third larger than the avail- 
able Japanese naval strength and in- 
cludes several of the very latest pat- 
tern of battle ship and cruiser, now 
on their maiden voyage. From all 
accounts, the Russians have had a 
prosperous voyage, the long stay off 
Madagascar enabling Rojenstvensky 
t» “whip his squadron into shape” by 
drill and evolution practice, and the

Exemption of Manufactories. 


Editor Constitution: A few years ago 
in the hall of the house of representatives 
a convention was held, presided over by 
the late Mr. Neal, president of the Neal 
Banking Company. In its membership 
one of the most notable of the Georgia 
conventions since the war. Its purpose 
was to urge an amendment to the con- 
stitution permitting municipalities and 
counties to exempt from taxation manu- 
facturing enterprises for a term of years, 
upon a favorable vote ef the people. 

The sentiment was unanimously in fa- 
vor of such an amendment. It was shown 
at that time that less than twenty coun- 
ties which paid more into the state treas- 
ury than they drew out wete the identi- 
cal counties which led in manufactures 
in Georgia; that six southern states had 
exemption, or practical exemption; that 
Georgia, first in cotton manufacturing 
of the southern states, had dropped to 
fifth place, notwithstanding large increase 
in manufacturing. That grealiy as we 
had increased, we were yet buying the 
vast majority of-everything used in our 
homes, on our farms, in our factories, 


dead; the hearse which carried them to 
the cemetery and the tombstone upon 
which their virtues were engraved. 

We complain bitterly of the centrali- 
zation of vast capital in the great cities 
of the north, while Shipping our raw 
material and taking most of our pay in 
manufactured products.

Gigantic Task Confronts Com- 
missioner J, M, Brown 


Cannot Get Papers Ready by Friday. 
May Be Two Weeks Before State 
Ratie Question Can Come Up, 
Rehearing Asked in Mar- 
ble Rate Case. 


There will be another postponement o% 
action by the railroad commission upon 
the question of Georgia freight rates, ac- 
cording to an announcement made today 
by Commissioner Joseph M. Brown," to 


whom all the papers have been referred 


for examinatian and elucidation. The 
final hearing was to have been heid next 
Hriday, April 14, but Commissioner 
Brown says it will be impossible to go 
Over the papers and get them in shape 
by that time, and he can make no posi- 
tive promise as to just when he can 
have the matter ready for the commls- 
sion’s consideration. 

“The task which has been given me is 
a gigantic one,’’ Mr. Brown said yester- 
day, ‘“‘and it will simply be impossible 
to do the physica] work necessary to ar- 
rive at a proper understanding of the 
propositions which have been made by 
the railroads, between now and Friday. 
There is a mass of detail to be consid- 
ered and the proposed new rates will 
have to be looked into from every stand- 
point and comparisons made to show 
how they will affect even certain points 
between which they do not apply. From 
the preliminary examination I have made 
of the communications sent by the rail- 
roads, it is impossible for me to say 
just when I can conclude this work. 
It may require two weeks and it may 
require a month, and all I can promise 
now is that I will complete the work 
just as soon as it is possible for me to 
do so.”’ 

Satisfactory in Part. 

When questioned further Mr. Brown 
Said he had not been able to make a 
Sufficiently thorough examination even 
to say whether or not, the rates proposed 


| by the railroads would be acceptable to 


the commission. He was inclined to 
tnink in some respects _ still further 
changes and reductions will have to be 
asked for. From what has been said, 
however by members of the commission, 
it is hardly Hkely that there will be any 
further correspondence with the rail- 
roads on-the subject. It is more likely 
that the commission wil] accept such 
rates offered by the railroads as it deems 
meet the present case, and as to others 
will issue an order of its own declaring 
certain new rates in effect. 1 it is 
expected the commission will he pre- 
pared to take this step when it finally 
gets the subject up for consideration. 

As to the famous port rate case, which 
ls in effect, and application by Atlanta 
for a reduced rate between this city and 
the seaboard, the same rate to apply in 
both directions, Mr. Brown said he had 
not gone sufficiently deep into the cum- 
munications from the railroads to ascer- 
tain whether they had made satisfactory 
concessions on this point, 

Mr. Brown did say, however, that the 
railroads had not made wholly satisfac- 
tory concessions in the matter of rates 
on stoves, and it is likely that the com- 
mission will have to take some action 
on this subject. At present Tennessee 
manufacturers and even those of Ken- 
tucky enjoy rates into Georgia which 
enable them to undersell the Georgia 
manufacturers in their own territory. 

New Hearing Is Asked. 

Judge Spencer R, Atkinson, who repre- 
sents the marblé quarry owners and 
iessees of north Georgia, had a confer- 
ence with Commissioner Brown yester- 
day with a view to asking for a rehear- 
ing in the famous marble rate case. It 
will be remembered the commission on 
Friday last decided this case in favor 
of the Louisville and Nashville, permit- 
ting it to continue the old rate on mar- 
ble, which is 25 per cent higher than 
the rates fixed jn the commission's stand- 
ard tariff. 

The marble men were quite surprised 
at the action of the commission in de- 
ciding in favor of the railroad. In the 
first place, the commission had taken off 
the 25 per cent advance, of its own mo~ 
tion, and it was considered that the 
burden Of proof was upon the railroad 
to show that such action was unjust. 
The railroad officials who were present, 
headed by President Milton Smith, sim- 


ply showed that the Atlanta, Knoxville. 


and Northern division was being oper- 
ated at a loss, 

Bven if that is true, Judge Atkinson 
holds that it is unjust to the marble 
men to make that one cOmmodity bear 
the whole burden. If circumstances are 
such as to justify high rates on the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern, Judge 
AtKinson holds that the increase shoule@ 
be a general one and put alike upon 
every class of freight and commodity 
Nandled. The commission has it in its 
power to make a general increase in 
rates on that particular road, but to 
say that because the road is being op- 
erated without profit tha whole burden 
shall be put upon a single commodity, 
Judge Atkinson says, is an unjust dis- 
crimination, 

There has as yet been no official order 
issued embodying the action of the com- 
mission in this matter, and it may be 
that a rehearing will be ordered. 


Tickets and Baggage. 

J. C. Wofford, agent of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad at Cartersville, 
wrote the railroad commission yesterday 
asking if a man could buy tickets to 
two points in opposite directions and 
upon those tickets have baggage shipped 
to different destinations, although the 
man himself could only go one way. 
The question, in other words, is whether 
a man must always accompany his bag- 
gage. Tne party in question bought 
tickets to Atlanta and Chattanooga at 
the same time, and asked to have bag- 
gage checked to both places. Secretary 
George Montgomery replied to the agent 
that he would be compelled, under the 
rules of the railroad commission, to 
check the baggage as asked; since the 
payment of railroad fare, whether the 
ticket is used or not, Its all that is neces- 
sary to secure the hauling of the speci- 
fied amount of baggage, 150 pounds.

FRUIT UNHURT 
BY THE FROST 


Reports Show no Damage 
Except in Lowland ef 
Northeast Georgia. 


The sting of the cold weather of last 
Thursday and Friday was evidently not 
so severely felt by the Georgia > peach 
crop as the general belief indicated at 
that time, according to reports received 
yesterday from various sections of the 
state. : 

State Entomologist R. I. Smith return- 
ed yesterday from McDuffie county, 
where he spent Saturday, and while there 
made it a special point to inspect the 
fruit. ! 

‘There was a hail storm followed by 
a heavy frost just as was the case in At- 
lanta,”’ said Mr. Smith, “but from a 
careful inspection of the orchards in that 
section I could not find that any dam- 
age had been done. The cold spell was 
hardly severe enough to do much dam- 
age to the crop in its present advanced 
state. The small peaches have formed 
and they are well protected by the leaves, 
Of course, with the orchards of Mc- 
Duffie safe, it may readily be said that 
there is no particular damage farther 
south.’’ 

Harper Dean, Jr., assistant state en- 
tomologist, returned to the city yester- 
day from a trip to Rome, Kingston and 
the section in the northwestern part of 
the state. He makes a report similar 
to that of Entomologist Smith. 

“T made a careful and minute inspecffon 
of orchards around Kingston and Rome,’’ 
Mr. Dean said, ‘“‘and I could find no in- 
dications of any damage to the peaches 
or. other fruit. The cold weather does 
not seem to have been sufficiently in- 
tense or of long enough duration to have 
done any material damage. North Geor- 
gia will produce a good crop of peaches.” 

Judge A. C. Riley, of Fort Valley, ex- 
ecutive secretary in Governor Terrell’s 
office, came up yesterday from Houston 
co @y. 

“We are going to have perhaps the 
biggest crop of peaches our section has 
ever known,” he said. “At any rate, 
that what the peach growers tell me 
from ut that section of the state. 


The cold weather does not appear 
\to have ne the slightest damage to 
peaches in my section.” 

The only report of any damage at all 
comes from northwest Georgia. Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture O. B. Stevens is 
just back from a trip to Cornelia and 
Mount Airy, where he says about half 
the peach crop has been destroyed by the 
cold. The peaches in the lowlands, he 
said, were generally killed by the cold, 
but on the hillsides and mountains they 
were unhurt.

TRUSTS DEFINED 
IN TENNESSEE 


The Legislature Fixes Pen- 
alties for Restriction of 
Trade. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 10.—The Ten- 
nessee senate this morning passed a bill 
defining and prohibiting trusts, combines 
and conspiracies for the restriction of 
trade, and fixing penalties for the same.

“All are that the poor ought to 
be helpeg to help themselves; that pro- 
fessional] | ought to be stopped; 
and that a thorough, eympathetic and 
Treadily-accessible record is desirable of 
all cases which require, or may come to 
require relief. 

‘To accomplish these ends we ask the 
cooperation of all classes. 

‘“First—That through the provision of 
appropriate work all the able-bodied de- 
pendent may be allowed and impelled to 
become self-supporting. 

‘‘Second—That all may know, through a 
carefully guarded registration bureau, 
what ig being done, or can be done, for 
— person likely to appeal to the pub- 


‘‘Third—That through this bureau other 
agencies may be kept from interfering, 
directly or indirectly, with the plan of 
permanent relief, which your people or 
your jnstitution may have adopted for 
each case. 

“We are confident of your sympathy, 
and the work of the Associated Chari- 
ties is, of course, dependent on your ac- 
tive cooperation.

Chicago, Aptil 10.—Heavy primary re 
ceipts tended to weaken the wheat mar- 
ket today. Fear that the government 
crop report would prove bearish was a 
further depressing influence. At the 
glose wheat for May delivery was down 
1 l-2c. July wheat is off 1-2@6-8c, Corn 
shows a gain of 1-8@i-4c. Oats and pro- 
visions are practically unchanged. 

An irregular start was made in the 
wheat pit. Initial quotations on May 
were off 7-8@! 5-8c at $1.14 1-2@1.15, 
while July was a shade lower to |-4@ 
3-8c higher at 87 1-8@87 i-2c. The 
weakness of May was due largely to ru- 
mors of impending ltigation connected 
with the recent bull campaign in that 
option. On the other hand, the compara- 
tive strength of July was mainiy the 
result of the steady tone of Liverpool 
cables, notwithstanding a sharp deciine 
over Saturday. ‘The volume or trading 
was small, owing to the general desire 
to await the coming government crop re- 
which, it was thought, might be 
very bearish. On covering by shorts the 
price of May was quickly bid up to $1.16, 
put an equally rapid decline followed 
almost immediately. Predictions of freez- 
ing weather in Kansas tonight had a 
steadying effect temporarily on the July 
option. Late in the day, however, the 
market became decidedly weak. One 
cause of the weakness was a severe
